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REPORT 


of  the 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT 

For  the  Year  Ended  31st  December,  1946. 


GENERAL. 

The  Board  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the 
Fifty-third  Report  of  the  work  and  finances  of  the  Hospital  for 
the  year  1946. 

The  first  full  year  of  peace  has  seen  a  big  switch  in  the 
Hospital’s  work  from  service  to  sick  and  wounded  soldiers,  sailors 
and  airmen  to  service  to  the  civilian  population  who  during  the 
war  years  had  only  restricted  access  to  Hospital  accommodation. 
The  number  of  beds  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
Emergency  Medical  Service  patients  has  been  very  substantially 
reduced  and  the  majority  of  these  beds  have  been  used  constantly 
to  admit  patients  from  the  civilian  waiting  list.  The  Beard  wish  to 
record  their  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  allowing  the  use  of  accommodation  provided  by  them 
for  this  purpose  and  are  pleased  to  report  that  considerable 
progress  has  been  made  in  reducing  the  waiting  lists.  There  is 
now  good  reason  to  hope  that  in  a  comparatively  short  time  the 
whole  of  the  waiting  list  cases  will  have  been  dealt  with. 
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When  the  demand  by  service  cases  diminished  the  Ministry 
requested  the  Board  of  Management  to  give  consideration  to  the 
future  use  of  all  buildings  provided  by  them  and  as  to  the  best 
manner  that  they  could  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  Main 
Hospital.  After  giving  a  considerable  amount  of  thought  to  the 
matter  the  Board  suggested  that  two  Annexes  should  be  converted 
into  accommodation  for  resident  staff  each  to  contain  19  bedrooms 
and  that  a  further  Annexe  should  be  converted  into  a  teaching 
unit  in  order  that  a  Preliminary  Training  School  for  Nurses  could 
be  established.  Work  has  commenced  on  the  conversion  of  two 
Annexes  into  staff  quarters  and  v.hen  this  is  completed  a  ward 
in  the  main  building  which  has  been  used  for  the  accommodation 
of  staff  will  be  prepared  for  the  reception  of  further  patients. 
All  preparations  in  connection  with  the  Preliminiary  Training 
School  for  Nurses  have  been  completed  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
it  will  be  opened  early  in  1947. 

The  National  Health  Act  secured  the  Pvoyal  assent  on  the 
6th  November,  1946,  and  it  is  now  clear  that  on  a  date  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Minister  the  assets  of  all  voluntary  and  municipal 
hospitals  will  be  vested  in  him.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that 
certain  amendments  to  the  Act  were  incorporated  which  will 
ensure  a  continuance  of  local  interest  and  pride  and  also  ensure 
that  there  is  still  a  place  for  the  voluntary  worker  and  an  outlet 
for  the  good  feelings  of  the  public  in  service  to  the  sick  and  injured. 
For  the  purposes  of  the  Act,  the  country  is  to  be  divided  into 
fourteen  Regions  each  of  which  will  be  under  the  direction  of  a 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  who,  in  the  exercise  of  their  functions, 
will  appoint  local  Hospital  Management  Committees  to  undertake 
the  management  and  control  of  individual  hospitals  or  groups  of 
hospitals  within  the  area  of  the  Board.  It  is  anticipated  that  there 
will  be  a  Hospital  Management  Committee  for  the  Hospitals  of 
the  Fylde. 


Everything  possible  has  been  done  to  keep  every  department 
up-to-date  and  efficient  and  the  Board  are  confident  that  the 
Hospital  is  ready  to  accept  its  full  share  of  any  new  responsibilities 
consequent  on  the  introduction  of  the  New  Health  Service, 
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During  the  year  the  Board  has  continued  its  policy  of  co¬ 
operation  with  every  agency  in  any  way  associated  with  the  work 
which  the  Hospital  is  doing.  Particularly  they  wish  to  place  on 
record  their  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Blackpool  Corporation 
for  help  given  in  many  different  ways  and  to  the  various  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Corporation,  especially  the  Health  Department  for 
their  co-operation. 

PSYCHIATRIC  CLINIC. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Lancashire  Mental  Hospitals  Board  a 
Psychiatric  Clinic  has  been  established  and  has  filled  a  very  real 
need  in  the  district  and  is  performing  a  very  valuable  service. 

BLOOD  TRANSFUSION  SERVICE. 

The  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Blood  Transfusion  Service  has  again 
rendered  valuable  help  by  organising  a  service  of  blood  donors  and 
by  this  means  maintaining  supplies  of  blood  and  plasma  to  be  used 
as  required  for  patients  treated  in  the  Hospital.  The  Board  wish, 
in  placing  on  record  their  thanks  to  the  service,  to  express  also 
their  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  many  donors  who  so  kindly 
volunteer  for  this  very  essential  service.
